Britain Gets In 


There is no surprise in Admiral Nimitz’ 
announcement that British battleships and 
plane-carriers are with the task force or 
forces now pouring shells and bombs into 
Janan’s inner defences. That was the 
puspose for which the ships of Admira) 
Fraser were sent to the Pacific some 
months ago. The Tokvo broadcaster was 
early with the news that this fleet had 
entered Indian waiters, but refrained from 
mentioning its nearer approach — per- 
haps out of consideration for the already 
jumpy nerves of his listeners. That the 
Jap naval authorities knew its whereabouts 
is indicated by the fact that Admiral 
Nimitz nu longer thought it worth while 
to hold back the news. 

Thus far thé Japanese navy has not 
justified its size, reputation, or the depen- 
dence placed upon it. But it is not wise 
to discount the striking power of the main 
enemy battle fleet. Despite known losses 
its strength can only be surmised. ad 
does the refusal to give battle necessaril 
mean that it will not do so. What is cer- 
tain is that the odds against it are grow- 


ing, that Japanese positions are falling 
one after another, that the Empire itself 
is under scheduled air attack—without 
the fleet striking a downright blow. Only 
Tokyo knows why.

Two-Way Trade or None 

President Roosevelt wants Congress to 


make a 50 per cent cut in United States tar- 
iff rates, in order to expand the volume 
of trade with other countries. The Repub- 
licans apparently intend to oppose the 
reduction, but since they are a minority in 
both the House and the Senate the prospect 
is that the duties will come down. 

That is a subject on which Canadians

Russian soldiers captured Danzig af- 
ter long, bitter and costly fighting—and 
then hoisted the Polish flag. This is the 
firat time in centuries that it has flown 
there aa the symbol of undivided author- 
ity, Thet very practical gesture of Stalin's 
good faith should go far to restore friend! y 
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relations between the two countries, for 
Russian blood flowed in streams to wrest 
the city from Poland’s assailant. It is a 
token that the compensation promised Po- 
land at Yalta will be delivered. 

No considerable section of the Polish 
people approve in itself the agreement to 
fix the eastern boundary of their country 
at the “Curzon line.” The most that can 
be hoped is that the majority will accept 
it as the best arrangement possible in the 
circumstances. Ignoring other considera- 
tions, Peles could hardly expect that Brit- 
ain and the United States would fight 
Russia to prevent the border being placed 
where a British statesman said it should 
be placed at the close of the First Great 
War. That was the ultimate alternative. 

There is to be territorial gain, as well 
as loss, in Poland’s war account. The Poles 
have been told they will be compensated at 
the expense of Germany. They already 
have Danzig as a part instalment, and an 
earnest that East Prussia will be theirs, 
along with sections of Pomerania and Sil- 
esia. This will make up in resources if not

Bad Spots in War on Diphtheria 


Contributed by the Health Leogue 
of Canada, 

In accordance with a resolution 
passed at its last annual meeting, 
the Health League of Canada has 
called the attention of the nine 
provinces to the possibility of com- 


pulsory legislation in connection 
with diphtheria and whooping 
cough 

The resolution stated that the 


incidence of both diseases in Can- 
ada was stil! far too high and put 
the League on record as advocai- 
ing a continuous educational pro- 
gram directed towards immuniza- 
tion against these diseases 

In this connection it is interest- 
ing to review results of a diphtheria 
survey conducted by the immuniz- 
ation division of the Health League 
for the years 1934 to 1945. inciusive 
It was shown that at the end of 
1943, Canada, on the whole, pre- 
sented a fairly good picture, but 
there still remained some sore spots 
which hurt the nation’s record as 
a whole 


Survey statistics from 40 report 


; ing cilies for 1054 revealed 1,073 


cases and 74 deaths compared with 
1,100 eases and 81 deaths for 44 
cities in 1943—no appreciabie 
change. 

The survey showed improvement 
by most cities over the 10-year 
period, but the overall picture was 
given a black eye by figures from 
war-jammed Halifax which in 1945 
reported 522 cases and 21 deaths 
compared with 77 cases and four 
deaths in 1934. 

The war and diphtheria histories 
of Halifax are closely linked, the 
survey showing that in the four war 
years involved this crowded East 
Coast port reported 2,092 cases and 
69 deaths compared with only 225 


cases and 20 deaths in the four 
years immediately preceding the 
war. 

On the other side of the fence 
are the cities of Hamilton and 
Braniiord, in Ontario, both of 
which produced perfect records— 
no cases of diphtheria in the 10 
years

cord for the four wa c while
